short time amount to enough to pay for 
a separator costing from $75 to $1^5, 
to say no'thinp: of the increased value 
of the sldmmilk, while tbe labor of run- 
ning and earing for a separator is far 
less than that required (or setting and 
skimming the milk and cleaning the 
pans. Hand separators do good work, 
and all excepting the: smallest sizea 
are made so that they can lie run by 
power when desired. A'small tread 
power is all that is needed for a sepa- 
rator'capable of handling 400 to 000 
pounds of milk per hour, and the run- 
ning of It is an excellent way to make 
the bull pay his board. The use of a 
separator effects such a great saving ( 
of ice that it is even more profitable : 
In the south than in the -north, where , 
ice is less expensive and; cold springs | 
are more abundant. 


Many dairymen who sell milk to 


city consumers lind it profitable to use 
a separator, not for removing a portion 
of the cream, but to secure milk which 
Is of uniform richness and for remov- 
ing any impurities it may contain. 
Even the finest of strainers fails to re- 
move dirt from milk as thoroughly as 
It is done by a separator, and those 
dairymen who furnish the purest and 
most uniform milk will always secure 
tho best trade.-Farmers' Bulletin No.

li'nlf the entire expense for her main- 
tonancc. and any saving on this cost j 
adds just so much to her profits. While 
no saving can be effected by putting 
her on short rations or by'Rivlns feed 
of inferior quality or unsuitable com-. 
position,'it is quite possible to make 
an important reduction in cost by ?Iv-; 
InS just tbe rifjht kinds of feed-those 
containing the different: food elements 
in tho proportions In which the cow 
needs them for her own support and 
for the production of milk. It requires 
more skill and pood Judgment to feed 
economically than to make sood butter j 
and cheese. 
\Vhether the feed conies 


from pastures, soiling; crops, silos or . 
grain, it must be abundant, palatable j 
nnd nutritious. It is always good eeon- j 
omy to provide a cow with as much 
food as she can be Induced to oat with- 
out becoming too fat, and a cow which 
la really a good dairy animal can rarely 
be made fat while she is giving milk. 
Pastures give a certain amount of 
roughage at the lowest cost, but need 
1:0 be supplemented by soiling crops 
and silage, while no combination of 
such feeds will enable n cow to do her 
best without the addition of more or 
less concentrated food, like grain.— 
Farmers' Bulletin No. 131.

The calf is what the dairyman has to 


build his future herd from. To neglect 
tho calf and let it simply survive is 
poor economy. A very common type of 
ca'.f has a stomach bloated aud distend- 
ed and a stunted frame. The caif la 
liable to gulp its milk, and the result la 
the milk lodges In the stomach lu an 
Indigestible chccselikc mass, and gases 
form which bloat the stomach. Scours 
arc sometimes a result of this unnatu- 
ral feeding. There is another type oC 
calf, with a large stomach, but with a 
well developed frame. The hitter result 
Is accomplished by allowing the calf 
to take its milk In the natural way by 
means of the calf feeder. The calf, Ivj 
taking its milk slowly, allows it to be- 
come mixed with the Juices of the 
mouth aud stomach and thus to digest 
readily. This fiort of calf develops di- 
gestive capacity that is indispensable 
In the cow with which you expect to 
pay bills and send the children to 
school.—New Vork Tribune Farmer.

Cuban reciprocity treaty now pending iu

sundry objections and arguments against 
the proposed course of Mr. Knox. Leg- 
islators, some of them. Kay it is too harsh 
shat it won'c do to punish both the bri- 
ber and the bribist, that is (lie govern- 
ment punish both the railway officials 
who give freight 
rebates, 
discrimina- 


tions, drawbacks, as well as the individ- 
uals and agents of corporations receiv- 
ing them. 


Other members say the program of the 


attorney general is largely theoretical, 
and reports confirm the impression that. 
it has been agreed no legislation .shall 
lie enacted at this session upon several 
important subjects. That there is great 
doubt of the action of congress upon the 
subject of trusts at least, there is no 
longer any room for question.

. that prices be sustained and made higher, 
it is time the congress of ihe United 
Ptate.s took prompt notice of these no- 
torious matters and proceed to do some- 
thing in behalf of the people. 


Xo one clamors for confiscation, for 


injustice, but citizens do clamor for re- 
moval of the obstacles that are interfer- 
ing'with orderly business and preventing 
legitimate competition, and the cessation 
of the unjust taxation levied upon the 
vast body of consumers by the trusts 
anil combinations exercising a 
taxing 


power by virtue of the gross indifference 
of state and national legislators. For is 
it not a taxing pnwer that conquering 
competition, can at any and at all times, 
order advances of prices and 
of rates 


with the absolute knowledge the public 
will be forced to pay those rates. Is 
this not the ease with prominent articles 
.of food, of drink, or articles of consump- 
tion in households everywhere* in this 
great country. Is there any prominent 
article today of food or 
drink 
whose 


market prices are not controlled by syn- 
dicates? 
. Yet congress affects to think the at- 
torney general whose clear resonant sen. 
tences bearing upon how best to get at 
the trust giants, is dealing with theories. 
that his suggestions are theoretical. In- 
telligent people .will holt! to strict 
ac- 


count these representatives and senators 
who neglect their duty in the pre.-cnt cri- 
sis of affairs and whether or not crisis, to 
as least make honest efforts to straighten 
ont matters and permit.ihe people to do 
business unrestrained by gigantic 
cor- 


porations, to purchase freely in the open 
markets articles of food, drink, and nec- 
essaries of household purposes, and to do 
business with each other unhindered by 
oppressive trade conspiracies of any na- 
ture. 


How that Mr. Jenkins, chairman, of the 


Jiouse judiciary committee ha* taken the 
matter up and introduced the-two bills 


prepared by the- attorney general, per- 
haps business.will be doing. The presi- 
dent with his attorney general have en- 
tered the arena fully prepared and there 
should be no further delay. 


POWER EXERCISED BY THE,'COAL 
no ADS. 


In reading of the suspension by the 


coal roads temporarily of the sixty-five 
per cent, tide water agreement with the 
independent coal producers, and the 'con-, 
sequent expressions of satisfaction, tem- 
pered however, by the word, that the 
coal 
railroads ^whom 
the 
president 


brought the pressure upon, that such 
suspension could and might be revoked 
at any time, plainly illustrates the op- 
pressive machinery by which the 
coal 


trust has been enabled to have things its 
own way and absolutely control the out- 
put of coal everywheres, and absolutely 
control the retail price of coal. 


The community now understand 
the 


coal trust only controls a retail price 
when it is its interest to do so, but in 
times of slow production as caused by a 
strike or partial cessation, things get 
loose and the coal retailers are permit- 
ted to have a go as you please. The fact 
that in the times of piping peace all re- 
tailers charge precisely the same price 
and raise or lower the rates month by 
month as so ordered from the east, is 
proof enough that the wide variance in 
prices now could be done away with if 
the -trust so willed. In many cities the 
retailers have acted in good faith to- 
wards their fellow citizens, and not taken 
any undue advantage, but in some places 
combinations or 
dealers have 
caused 


even worse scarcity than really existed 
through manipulation of handling of coal 
cars on the railroad tracks. But through 
it all appears to careful observers evi- 
dences that the eastern so-called coal 
roads exercise at will a trust and com- 
bine power that absolutely controls the 
independent producers, 
since they can 


wring out of them agreements' regarding 
reaching the markets, and enforce or sus- 
pend at fheir pleasure. 


The American people believe in fair 


play. They don't object, at all to legiti- 
mate business or legitimate combinations, 
but they do object strongly to any firm, 
corporation or combination or trust re- 
ceiving favored freight rates, exclusive 
freight discriminations, favored draw- 
backs, secret insurance rates, private car 
rebates, or depressing prices at will in 
districts where they desire to wipe out 
competition. Congress should break tip 
the exclusive coal combination in the 
east or wherever occurs any such, and 
above all things, prevent railroads from 
transacting any other business than that 
of transportation. This is mostly where 
the vast power comes in of the coal trust, 
for since the roads compose the combi- 
nation, they charge such freight rates as 
so minted upon their own books to cov- 
er up the cost of production, 
and 
as 


shown in 'the Independents agreements 
temporarily suspended, regulate 
their 


shipments and freight oJiarges.^

Arguments sometimes work both ways. 


Here for instance, that of the modern 
trust, the product of evolution in indus- 
trial methods is beneficial according to 
Judge Groseup of Chicago and others, 
becav.se as it is asserted, prices in some 
tilings have been lessened, therefore dis- 
tinctly beneficial. This argument is as- 
serted in behalf of protective tariffs only 
the reverse, but because of much truth, 
the believers in colossal combinations 
have appropriated the argument, 
but 


the application will be denied, though it 
may 
deceive some people. Protective 


tariffs have undoubtedly increased 
the 


price of some articles..'but this-increase, 
is only apparent because, of no protec- 
tion it is impossible to say u> .what 
height European 
agencies might 
not 


charge for their goods because, of the 
impossibility of competition in this coun- 
try, for this competition would he simply 
measured by the ability of the foreigners 
to undersell us every time our indus- 
tries were tempted to compete seriously. 


But prices as prices 
goes 
probably 


have been increased in some things, hut 
for every one cent of increase, protec- 
tive tariffs have given back to labor ten 
cents. It follows arguments based upon 
lower prices are only aplicablc in their 
proper 
application. 
Protection 
never 


yet knocked a person out of employment, 
on the contrary, it has given and ensur- 
ed employment to millions of Americans. 
1o say nothing of ensuring wages and 
salaries in excess of those paid European 
labor. Now if trusts and combines ac- 
cording to Judge Groseup of Chicago, 
several United States senators, arid other 
prominent merr*interested in the welfare 
of -trusts more, than they are of their 
fellow, men. have cheapened commodities 
which is a question anyhow, it cannot be 
denied but that the trust, and the com- 
bine have deprived thousands of men of 
employment through *,thc.3e 
consodida- 


tions. The stock argument in favor of 
{.rusts is that labor is saved, expenses 
thus cut down, and competition reduced 
io a minimum, and iu the..ea.se of a few 
of our gigantic monopolies have effaced 
every vestige of 
competition, through 


various processes of wreckage. So trusts 
cut down the avenues of work, deprive 
men of their livelihood, shorten wages 
because of this very lack of competition, 
and possibly some things may he cheap- 
ened a little, but as the reverse of pro- 
tection, for every cento cheapened, the 
public pays ten cents. Protection regard- 
less of revision, for revision goes with a 
proper protective tariff, as conditions 
change in the world of 
business 
and 


commerce, protects in every sense of the 
word, while the trust and the combine 
destroys and tears down 
the 
many, 


while the very few are being built up. 
If protection has been overdone and is 
responsible for the trust, then protection 
has indeed been abused and should, be re- 
vised in the interest of the peopie for 
whom alone protection should exist. 


says the Appleton Post, is'advancing the 
proposition that tie expenses . incurred 
in any primary election should be borne 
by the candidates and not paid oat of 
the public treasury., This featiire is to 
be embodied in some measure to be 
brought before the legislatnrej'dnring the 
session.

"WASIIIN'GXOX, Jan. 10.—Senator Me-

ing the Indianola. Miss., postofliec and 
again urged the re-opaaing of tlia office 
either with or without Mrs. Minnie Cox, 
the present postmistress in cVirge of 
the ollice. Senator

showed 


Mr. Payne a telegram lie received today 
from P. C. Chapman, an attorney of In- 
dianola.'stating that the postmaster re- 
signed voluntarily, that she left town 
voluntarily and that she will be protect-, 
eel if she returns. 


Senator McvLaurin said he was able to 


give assurance that the 
postmistress 


would be entirely safe in returning and 
stated that the present situation impos- 
ed great hardship on the people of In- 
dianola. 


The present attitude of the adminis- 


tration is that the postoflice ivill be re-

and Mrs. Cox re-installed as 


postmistress if the mayor and the sher- 
iff of Indianola will give assurance of 
her safety.

pd to his home in Washington suffering 
from a cold and Gen. WiUou again pre- 
sided. The proceedings were opened to- 
day by the Delaware ami Hudson com- 
pany, through its counsel, James H. Tor- 
rcy of Serantou. In presenting the case 
of the company he represents. Mr. Tor- 
rey first delivered an address indicating 
what the company would try to prove, 
lie referred to the demand for a twenty 
per cent increase, an eight hour day, the 
weighing of coal and payment by the 
ton for mining and the .recognition of 
the miners1 union. 


Upon the- conclusion of his address 


Mr. Torrey called to the witness stand 
Charles C. Eose of 
Scranton, superin- 


tendent of the mining department of the 
company. Under 
the examination of 


Mr. Torre.y. the witness said that prior 
to the 1900 strike the relations between 
the company and the men were cordial. 
After that strike most of the company's 
men joined the miners' union, which re- 
sulted in considerable disconto'nt among 
fh« men. and the breaking up of disci- 
pline in and about the mines. 


Mr. Rose closed his testimony by pro- 


ducing a letter written to him by* Presi- 
dent Olyphant. of the company after the 
strike ended. The letter told him to 
sfand by the men who stood by the com- 
pany during the strike. He was in- 
structed to warn these employes to be 
careful, and 
if

against." 
Regarding

strikers, the letter said: 


"Give, them a good welcome; they are 


not. all bad who are misled." 


The communication also instructed the 


superintendent to take back all men 
where places could be found for them, 
but 110 man should be taken hack who 
had been guilty of committing a crime. 


On cross examination by counsel for 


the miners Mr, Rose said that, prior to 
IflOO the contract miners earned ,?550 to 
$050 a year. Mr. Rose said he consider- 
ed eight hours a fair day for the miners, 
but foremen should work 12 hours. While 
the law permitted 12 year old boys to 
work on the breakers he did not think 
boys of that age should be there. Two 
years ago he did not think the 10 per 
cent increase given the men was fair, 
but he had since changed his mind.

Five Persons Bitten Iby Supposed 
. Mad Dog Depart tor Course 


of Treatment. 


ARRANGEMENTS MADE • 


BY CITY OFFICIALS 


After Consultation With Chicago Thy- 


Decision is Arrived at- . 


Council Will Likely Pay Ex- 


penses or at Least Part. 


Last eTening City Clerk Schroff accom- 


panied ,by Drs. Pope and John Meaohera 
departed for Chicago, their intention be- 
ing to consult members of the Pasteur in- 
stitute in regard to the persons bitten 
by a stipposed.mad dog on last Tuesday 
evening. Upon their arrival at this in- 
stitution they consulted with the head 
physician. Dr. Lagurio and explained to 
him the action of .the dog and a portion 
of the dog's brains which were extract- 
ed by them before leaving this city. The 
doctor stated that "it would bo impossible 
for them to tell whether or not the dog 
was suffering with hydrophobia for at 
least three weeks, but stated that the dog 
was. certainly suffering from some com- 
plaint. 


The opinion of the local physicians is 


that,in view o! the large number of peo- 
ple, attacked in all probability that the 
db^-Aya.s sufl'eriiig '.with rabies and the 
oily.safe method to pursue would be to 
havethe, patients taken to this institu- 
tion. .Further . investigation . into 
the 


matter revealed the fact that it would 
require not less than two, and possibly 
three week\s treatment of each patient 
and, also undergo a series of innocula- 
tioris,. It was learned, at the institution 
that..during ,t-ho -pagC .year several cases 
of: hydrophobia .in persons in this state 
have been taken to 
the hospital 
for 


treatment, and the most aatisfactory re- 
sults obtained. 


The Chicago expert further said that if 


the animal's stomach had been taken out 
it would be found either empty or filled 
with slivers xif wood, string, and other 
articles which a dog in its normal condi- 
tion would not eat. 


Tho treatment at this institution will 


cost about $100 per1 patient, exclusive of 
hoard but through t.be efforts of the doc- 
tors and Mr. Sc'hrofl" a half rate was ob- 
tained, the same being charity cases. 


It is thought by the local physicians 


and the doctors at the institution that 
there must bp t stray dog tramping from 
cty to city spreading the 
disease, as 


within tho past year several cases from 
this state have gone to Chicago for this 
treatment. Nearly every case if taken in 
time has been cured. The brains which 
were left with the doctor will undergo 
a thorough test and the serum will be 
inoculated into the bodies of several rab- 
bits to ascertain if possible whether tho 
dog was a victim of rabies. Many difl'or 
on this point, some saying that it was 
not mad. \vhiln others declare they know 
it was. Tlic animal's' gait was unsteady, 
and by its actions parties w'ho have seen 
mad dogs say that thn ^animal was suf- 
fering with hydrophobia and will not 
listen to those who say they know just 
the opposite. 


The physicians w>,ti have charge of the 


unfortunate people sny that: all are im- 
proving rapidly and they also come to 
the conclusion that in all probabilities 
the animal was suffering from the dread 
disease. Drs. John Meachem. Pope and 
Williams have nia.de arrangements with 
their p:i tients to have them go to the in- 
stitution and Mrs. John JMcrhofT, Ger- 
trude Heinze,. Theodore Thomas. Vigo 
Petersfm and Sadie Lane this afternoon 
took their departure on the 2:20 train.

It is always good econ- 
omy to provide a cow with as much 
food as she can be induce!! to eat with- 
out becoming too fat, and a cow which 
is really a good dairy animal can rarely 
be made fat while she is giving milk. 
Pastures give a certain amount of 
roughage at the lowest cost, but need 
to be supplemented by soiling crops 
and silage, while no combination of 
such feeds will enable u cow to do her 
best without the addition of more or 
less concentrated food, like grain.— 
Farmers' Bulletin No. 151.

Pasture lands .may become 
worn out or, what is more properly 
termed, •/run out," quite 36 readily and 
completely as tillable lands. >"o part of 
the farm will yield better returns for 
careful attention and good. treatment 
than the pasture. Some simple experi- 
ments conducted in tho Iowa- college 
farm pastures have furnished striking 
results in favor of pasture culture. The 
application of ten quarts of clover seed 
per acre, disked and harrowed into blue 
grass pasture in the early spring, In- 
creased the yield 65 per cent over pas- 
tures immediately adjoining that re- 
ceived no treatment. Pasture lands 
thus treated produce a heavier, denser 
growth and better variety of grasses 
nnd stand drought better, and the im- 
provement extends over several sea- 
sons. This treatment should be alter 
nated with top-dressing, applied pref- 
erably during the fall or winter, follow- 
ing with the harrow in the spring. The 
hist pastures are those that are never 
disturbed by fhe plow.

For Feeding tlic Dairy Cnlf. 


The calf is what the dairyman has to 


build his future herd from.' To neglect 
the calf and let it simply survive is 
poor economy. A very common type of 
calf has a stomach bloated and distend- 
ed and a stunted frame. The calf is 
liable to gulp its milk, and the result is 
the milk lodges in the stomach in an 
Indigestible cheeselikc mass, and gases 
form which bloat the stomach. Scours 
are sometimes a result of this unnatu- 
ral feeding. There is another type of 
calf, with a large stomach, but with a 
well developed frame. The latter result 
is accomplished by allowing the calf 
to take its milk in the natural way by 
means of the calf feeder. The calf, by 
taking its milk slowly, allows it to be- 
come mixed with the juices of the 
mouth and stomach and thus to digest 
readily. This sort of calf develops di- 
gestive capacity that is indispensable 
in the cow with which you expect to 
pay bills and send the children to 
school.—New York Tribune Farmer.
